ADVOCATES

Thinks Forward Pass Admir- 
able Play 

PUBLIC SPIRIT 



Gigantic Ohio State Univer- 
sity Stadium Erected 



"It seems lo mc perfectly marvel- 
lous the way public support is elicit- 
ed at the State University of Ohio, 
.situated in the City of Columbus, 
where an immense stadium, the gift 
of graduates and citizens of Columbus 
towers to the sky with a seating cap- 
acity of 65,000 and room for an ad- 
ditional 10,000," said Dr. Stephen Lea- 
cock, who has just returned from Cin- 
cinnati and Columbus, Ohio. In the 
former city, he was the special speak- 
er at the annual teachers' convention. 

He was deeply impressed by the pro 
gressivc spirit shown at the Ohio State 
University, of which institution he 
was certain many McGill students had 
never even heard. "Everybody in 
Columbus," he stated, "looks upon 
himself as a university man, no mat 
1er if lie has never attended the col 
lege in question. These public-spirit- 
ed people fully realize that their con 
tinned co-operation, and support, go a 
long- way to increase the worth and 
prestige of the University. Comment 
ing on its registration, Dr. Lcacock de- 
clared that it was about three times 
that of McGill, the Faculty of Arts 
alone totalling 2,500. 

While in Columbus, the Head of the 
Department of Political Economy wit- 
nessed a game of rugby played un- 
der American rules. "I was brough 
up on the old form of rugby, and 
had never before seen the game play 
cd by our friends across the border. 
The forward pass, which some years 
ago was scoffed at, and compared to 
young ladies' basketball, is an admir- 
able play, and I think it would be well 
for us to seriously consider adopting 
it The forward pass cuts out much 
bucking 1 of the line, and the incessant 
punting back and forward. Most sig' 
nificant of all, the adoption of Am 
erican rules would make possible more 
international football fixtures which 
would have a profound, and lasting in 
fluence on the relations between Am 
erican and Canadian universities." Dr 
Lcacock said that the Ohio State Uni 
vcrsity professors and students with 
whom he spoke, were very much in 
tcrestcd in hearing about McGill, and 
hoped to become really acquainted 
with the university some day.

Pro 
fessor Waugh came to McGill as an ex 
pert in mediaeval and constitutional his 
tory, and has already made a name for 
himself as a most interesting lecturer

various topics have received broad con- 
sideration. It proves an admirable agent 
in bringing the students in closer touch 
with their professors and fellow stud- 
ents. The Honorary President, Dr. C. 
E. Fryer, Professor of History, has 
worked incessantly in the interests of 
the club, and rarely misses a meeting. 
G. L. .Van Vlict, the President, and the 
other executive members arc formulat- 
ing the year's programme, which will 
take the form of fortnightly meeting 
in Strathcona Hall until the end of 
March.

Dr. A .T. Bazin Gives Prac 
tical Talk

Dr. A. T. Bazin, Honorary President 
of the Medical Undergraduate Society 
was the speaker at the first meeting of 
the Society last evening, when the as- 
sembly hall of the new Medical Building 
was well filled with over three hundred 
students. 

Included in the general business 
which was brought up for discussion was 
the election of Jerry Aylward as chair 
man of the Medical Dinner Committee 
and of Dinsmorc as first year's reprc 
sentativc on the Reading Room Com 
mittee. A letter was read from the 
Toronto Medical Society asking for con- 
tributions to the song book which they 
arc getting out. The faculty's quota of 
$67.50 towards the football team was 
voted on and carried. 

Dr. Bazin termed his practical talk 
rather in the way of "opening remarks" 
than an "address". He stressed the im- 
portance of mastering the fundamentals 
of medicine— anatomy, physiology and 
chemistry, as a foundation upon which 
to build, alter, and repair. 

Between eighty-five and ninety-five 
per cent, of medical graduates enter gen- 
eral practice. These men are looked up 
to in the community in which they live 
and it is necessary that they train them-

SCIENCE IS 
EASY VICTOR 
IN HARRIERS 

Four Out of First Six Are 
Engineers 

FAST TIME i T *> 

Wiggins, Stephens, Egerton, 
Legg and Kerr Finish in 
Order Named 

Although Wiggins, a Med., finish- 
ed in front of the other competitors in 
the inter-faculty harrier run yesterday 
afternoon, Science and Arts were the 
only two full teams in the field and 
the former faculty won the meet with 
the large number of points. Four 
of the first six to finish were Sciience 
men. 

Fourteen men started over the 
mountain at four o'clock. The wea- 
ther conditions were perfect and the 
runners made good time. On the climb 
up the serpentine, Wiggins and Step- 
hens secured the lead and held it for 
the entire race. At the half way mark 
these two led the field by a hundred 
yards with Egerton, Champion, Bishop 
Legg and Kerr all running together 
slightly in the rear. The runners 
spread out well during the long run 
on the level, and swinging around on 
to Park Avenue, Wiggins overtook 
Stephens and they came down by the 
side of the road at a fast pace. Egcr 
ton was running third, Kerr fourth, 
and Champion fifth at this' stage in the 
game. At the track Wiggins opened 
up the pace and Stephens followed 
Egerton hit the track next, running 
the last distance in fast time, but Was 
well behind Stephens, who ran second. 
Legg, Champion and Kerr reached 
the track together. Legg, only too 
well known because of his' ability as 
a sprinter in the last few yards of 
the mile opened up and came in fourth 
in the final honours. This runner has 
not been over the course before this 
year, having been on the football field 
for the past week, but in running the 
way he did yesterday there is little 
doubt that he will show up well in the 
intercollegiate event Kerr, a new- 
comer to the track ran fifth. This tall 
runner is new at endurance running, 
and is the most promising man on the 
team. With a year's experience, he 
should develop into a brilliant run- 
ner. Champion ran sixth. 

In the past it has been customary to 
select the team which will wear the 
McGill colours from the ranks of the 
first men in this race.

Baillic, at the close of last year's 
schedule was chosen by his team-mates 
lead the 1922 twelve but had to resign 
his captaincy when he found it impos- 
sible to turn out with the squad and at 
the same time keep up with his studies.

The 
injury is not altogether healed and Coach 
Shauglmessy kept him out of the scrim- 
mage, allowing him only to go through 
the signal drill, in which he filled in at 
outside wing, where it is possible he 
may play for McGill. It is not known 
, yet whether Flanagan will be able to get 
' into the Queen's game in Kingston on 
Saturday. Shag desiring to take no 
chances on a further injury, lie • is 
anxious to have Flin in good condition 
for the contest with Syracuse on the

Here Zimmerman 
stepped back as if for a drop kick, 
standing on the 30-yard line, in fine 
position for a kick. Instead of a kick, 
however, Frugonc elected to try a 
trick play through center, and failed 
to make the distance. As the game 
was fast drawing to a close three 
points at this time would have been 
plenty. 

At this setback, the Lions again took 
heart ; and the game ended soon after 
with Penn Slate carrying the ball near 
the center of the field. 

Zimmerman almost made a field

Penn State began the game with evi- 
dent confidence,' while the Salt City 
team appeared uncertain of its move- 
ments. The Nittany Lions started a 
march down the field after receiving 
the kick-off. Wilson and Kratz sifted 
through the Orange line for good 
gains, and Chick Median's men seem- 
ed to be demoralized. The much, her 
aided forward pass "combination of 
Palm tç Wilson worked like a charm, 
and the Orange players were bewild- 
ered'. The pass was tossed on a run 
ning play to cither side, three State 
men appearing likely to receive, but 
with the ball always going to Wilson. 

In this fashion Stale took the ball 
down the field, until a fumble gave 
them first down on the Syracuse ten :

The Lions forced the play during 
the entire first half, making many long 
gains through a tendency on part o( 
the Syracuse players to tackle too 
high. The turning point came just 
before the end of the half. Palm toss 
ed another pass, which was intercept 
cd by FiVaz, and it was now Median's 
men who began to march. Up to this 
time they had not made a first down, 
but now went down the field for sixty 
yards as the half ended. 

Thé remainder of. the game saw the 
State team on the defensive; with' Sy- 
racuse making heroic efforts to score 
Showing .little in the way of variety 
the Orange team, nevertheless, broke 
through the opposing line lor short 
steady gains, with Zimmerman. Fru 
gone and 'Kellogg, who had substitut 
ed for McBridc, doing most of the 
work. 

After an exchange of kicks, Syracuse 
began a drive which brought the ball 
to State's fifteen-yard line. Here a 
fumble was recovered by State. The 
Orange team was soon hammering for 
another score, but found itself against 
a wall on the twenty-five yard line.

University of Pennsylvania came from 
behind and triumphed over the Navy, 13 
to 7. The sailors had everything their 
own way in the first half and were lead- 
ing by a touchdown. Pos Miller, Red 
and Blue captain, practically wrested 
victory from defeat siuglchandcd. He 
repeatedly ripped up the Navy line and 
scored two touchdowns. 

The first touchdown for Penn was the 
result of a 24-yard forward pass, Mc- 
Graw to Miller, who caught the ball over 
his shoulder. A forward pass just be- 
fore the end of the third period from 
Hamcr's, hands bounced out of a Navy 
man's arms and into Ertrcsvaag's arm 
on the 10-yard line. In one play Miller 
gained nine yards just as the period 
ended. 

Starting the final period Miller was 
given the ball and cracked right guard 
for the necessary yard and touchdown. 

Navy's touchdown was a steady march 
in the opening period, McKce finally 
carying the, ball over.

selves to fill these positions while at col- 
lege. A doctor must be cultured, must 
possess wide information and broad sym- 
pathies, and should be well fitted to act 
in the. capacity of general advisor. 

Dr. Bazin emphasized the fact that 
"medicine is a hard taskmaster." "And 
in the senior years he is still a harder 
taskmaster, but", continued the speaker, 
"I should advise every student to devise 
some system for making time for the 
business end of the profession." "Cor- 
respondence, taking of records and book- 
keeping arc three important subjects of 
which the medical undergraduate should 
have at least sonic knowledge." "The 
student should also learn, to use a type- 
writer so as to present his reports and 
correspondence în a clear manner and at 
the same time be able to keep a duplicate 
copy." 

The importance of keeping terse re- 
cords of patients and the advisability of 
getting away from the details of the busi- 
ness end of the profession, was pointed 
out by Dr. Bazin. 

The case report brought forth some 
very interesting discussion from Dawson 
and Dyer, while Wilkie added some re- 
marks in a very amusing manner. Dr. 
Bazin reviewed the discussion and com- 
pleted the speakers on the diagnoses.

GILBERT PARKER 
AT MICHIGAN UNIV. 

Addresses Students on Pre- 
sent World Conditions 



Sir Gilbert Parker, the famous 
Canadian novelist, spoke to the stud- 
ents of the University of Michigan on 
present day cncononiics. The follow- 
ing, which appeared in the Michigan 
Daily, is the account of his lecture. 
' "In answer to the query, "The 
World— Whither Now." Sir Gilbert 
Parker in his lecture last night in Hill 
auditorium emphasized the inter- 
national character of every individual 
and of the United States as a whole, 
pledged his faith to the English labor 
party and the people, suggested the 
promotion of a world economic con- 
ference, and urged his large audience 
to "Give the world a chance." 
■ "The United States is concerned 
which way the world will go, whether 
he or she wills it, or not. he or she is 
international," declared Sir Gilbert 
initially. He supported his thesis by 
pointing out the relation of the indi- 
vidual to manufacturing and finally to 
the trade between nations. 
Stresses Individual Responsibility 
"You arc internationally concerned 
"with the rest of the world and the rest 
of the world is in a very bad way," 
continued the speaker. He indicated 
how we had lost 115,000 men in the 
war, England 674,000, and France 1.- 
374,000, and how these countries not 
only suffered food and other priva : 
. .tions during the war but were now 
undergoing severe strain. "Can you 
-not understand why England and 
France feel the war so much ?" Park- 
er queried in the light of the condi- 
tions he portrayed. 

Sir Gilbert prophesied that the la- 
bor party of England is the coming 
vernment. "I do not fear it. I do not 
■Iconic a labor government, but I 
•not fear it. The coalition govern- 
enr-was effective in time of ; war but 
in, ' the time of peace it destroyed or- 
ganized opposition. 

"T have faith in the intellect and 
character of the British working man. 
What did the workingman do through- 
out the war? Four million volunteer- 
ed in war work before the conscrip- 
When the American and Brit- 
ish working man is convinced, he will 
do again just as he did during the 
war." 

Near East Peace Due to France 
.'Turning toward the Near East cris- 
is, Parker laid the responsibility of 
the situation on the effort to keep the 
Turks out of Turkey. In doing this, 
said the speaker, the Turks, the most 
; fanatic, men in religion and national 
spirit in the world, had to be dealt 
with. "If I had been Mustapha Ke- 
mal, I would have done exactly what 
he did. If Turkey did not g'et back 
snto Europe there would have been 
another world war," said Sir Gilbert. 
, "The present settlement is due to 
\France," continued Parker. "The dif- 
ference between the policy of France 



and England in this respect is that 
France believes in alliances, while 
England, like the United States, docs 
not cultivate them" 

In treating the economic situation 
of the world, Parker praised Herbert 
Hoover and called him the "man most 
trusted in Europe today." Sir Gilbert 
supported Mr. Hoover's idea that the 
United States must not forget the 
world war debts which the other na 
tions owe to her, and declared "Eng- 
land docs not want the United States 
to forego the debts. Hoover says the 
world must pay its debts. I say so, 
too. But bankrupt nations cannot 
pay their debts." 

Parker pointed out that Germany 
cannot pay her debts until her ex- 
ports exceed her imports and that, 
further, Germany docs not have the 
immense agrarian and mineral re 
sources of the Saar Basin, Alsace- 
Lorraine and a part of Poland. 
Calls for Economic Conference 

In the light of these serious financial 
conditions Parker urged the calling to- 
gether of a world economic conference to 
solve as its problems the settlement of 
the amount Germany should pay and the 
amount the allies and the other nations 
that owe the United States should pa> 
America. Sir Gilbert further empha- 
sized that the physical salvation of the 
world is trade. After out I in ins these 
conditions Parker asked : "In this crisis 
of the world's history, what arc you go- 
ing to do? The World— Whither 
Now?' " 

In reply Sir Gilbert stood for no can- 
cellation of debts and the idea that every 
nation of the world should abide by the 
judgment of such an economic conference 
as he suggested. Parker expressed the 
belief that although the United States 
was slow to move she will come to save 
the world in this economic crisis as she 
did during the war. and that she will 
be ready to bear the burdens with the 
rest of the world.

The registration so far at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto has reached a total 
of 4,<>19 students. These figures do 
not include the students registered in 
the Royal College of Dental Surgeons 
tnd the Ontario Agricultural College. 
There are .-ome 225 students registered 
in the School of Graduate Studies, but 
as tiicy have yet to be passed upon 
by Ihc committee their number is not 
included in the total registration for 
thc university. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Freshman Year in the Faculty of 
Medicine shows the smallest regis- 
tration of any of the years, while the 
final year has the greatest number. 
The drop in the number of students 
n the first year compares to a similar 
drop at McGill, where the rule of a 
maximum class of one hundred has 
come into effect this year. No doubt, 
the large influx of students following 
the war years caused the huge rcgis- 
l rations in both universities and the 
return to normal conditions together 
with the higher standards required 
for entrance, has caused the decrease 
in registration. 

The figures so far sïiow that there 
is a net decrease in attendance at To 
ronto of 367 students, as the total 
registration last year was 4,986. The 
number of students by faculties is 
given herewith:

might undergo the coagulation process by 
means of which most of the foreign 
matter in the water collected together 
and sunk to the bottom of the settling 
basin, a process requiring about an 
hour. The top of the water in the 
settling basin was then piped off into 
one of the fifteen filters each of which 
has a capacity of two million (2,000,000) 
gallons every 24 hours. The water was 
run off the filters in order to show how 
the sand was cleaned of the dirt left 
on its surface as the water passed 
through. The sand was broken up by 
air being pumped through it and was 
then thoroughly washed by distilled 
water. 

By the time the water had passed 
through the filter of sand and gravel 
into the clear well it looked like per- 
cfctly good drinking water. However, 
after being escorted to the laboratory' to 
see the bugs which had been developed 
from river water, the students were quite 
relieved to know that the water under- 
went still further treatment, this time 
by chlorine-water, which rendered it "100 
per cent, pure." As no one was offered 
a drink, the visitors were obliged to 
take the word of their escort in this 
matter.
